U.S. EXPORTERS 
FOR SHIPPING LOSS 


Board Chairman Declares 
Americans Are Giving 
Export Contracts to 
Foreign Companies. 


DENIES CHARGES 
OF COMPETITION 


Declares Board Is Heart- 
ily in Accord With Plan 
To Sell Stips When 
Possible. — 


New York,. December 16.—()—T. 
Y. O’Connor, chairman of the United 
States shipping board, speaking today 
at a luncheon of the American Manu- 
facturers’ Export association, said re- 
sponsibility for the unprofitable 
operation of an American merchant 
marine by the government rested 
largely upon American exporters. 

“American ships in the year 1925,” 
he said, “carried from New York to 
South Africa less than 400 tons of 
United Steel corporation products, 
and during -he same. period foreign 
vessels carried from New York city 
to South African ports more than 
6,000 tons of the same products.” 

Chairman O’Connor’s address was 
in reply to a resolution passed re- 
cently at the annual meeting of the 
association in which it’ was stated 
that the government operation of 
shipping agencies appeared to be in- 
adequate and interfered with the 
operation of shipping by private 
capital. The resolution requested that 
as “soon cs practicable existing steam- 
ship services be turned over to private 
enterprise.” 

Mr. O’Connor challenged the state- 
ment that his board)s vessels were in 
competition with privately owned 
American ships. “We are not in com- 
petition with any American in the 
, shipping business, unless that Ameri- 
can owns stocks in a foreign shipping 
company,” he asserted. 

He said the shipping board was 
“heartily in accord” with the reso- 
lution to sell ships as soon as pos- 
sible, 

“It might be interesting for you to 
| know,” he continued, “that since 1921 
this board has sold more than 1,300 
ships, 800 of which are sailing the 
oceans under the American flag. Bids 
have been asked for on other im- 
portant lines.”

Springfield, 11]., December 16.—(/) 
A five-to-two decision of the Illinois 


rsupreme court today directed Gov- 


ernor Len Smal. to account for ap- 
proximately $1,000,000 interest 
money alleged to have been with- 
held by him while state treasurer. 

Calling upon the people of Illinois 
to maintain their faith in him, and 
declaiing “a great mistake had been 
made,” the governor tonight said he 
vould petition for a rehearing, ask- 
ing the court to reconsider. 

“I know.” he said, “and-the evi- 
dence proves. that I paid into the 
state treasury every dollar which } 
received while state treasurer as in- 
terest upon state funds.” 

Acquitted in 1922. 

Acquitted in 1922 of a criminal 
charge, based on the same evidence 
used in the present chancery case, the 
governor ran for reelection in 1924, 
stressing his program for good roads, 
ard was reelected by a tremendous 
majority. 

lie considered the vote as a vindi- 
cation and the continued prosecution 
as “political persecution.” The crimi- 
pal trial was taken on a change of 
venue to Waukegan, near Chicago, 
brt the chancery case was tried here, 
where the charges first were made. 

A “secret agreement” with the fic- 
titious “Grant Park bank,” and 
Small’s failure as state treasurer to 
show the source of interest moneys 
collected on state funds, were causes 
which the supreme court said were 
each sufficient to warrant an order 
for accounting. 

How Money Was Made. 

Small, it is charged, deposited state 
money in this bank at the 2 per cent 
minimam then provided by state law, 
and the late state Senator E. C. 
Curtis, and his son, who owned ‘the 


bank, reloaned the money at 5 and 
8 per cent to Chicago packers, then 


split the profit with Small. 

The estate of the senator and his 
son, Verne, are joined with Small 
as defendants, and with him must 
make an accodnting. 

Chief Justice Duncan and Justice 
Head dissented from the majority 
opinion.

Geneva, December 16.—Turkish 
representatives in Geneva have de- 
fied the League of Nations council’s 
decision awarding Mosul to the Brit- 
ish mandate state of Irak, and have 
left the way open to war or peace. 

The sovetignty of any tsate over 
its territory, the Turks said in a 
formal] statement, ceases only by its 
consent. Hence, Turkey's soverignty 
will continue over the entire tilayet 
of Mosul. 

“The next word rests with Angora,” 
it was added. 

Thus the peace of that section of 
the Near East depends on a decision 
to be reached in a sprawling, tree- 
less, unlovely village in the hinterland 
of Turkey, to which the triumphant 
Mustapha Kemal removed his govern- 
ment from Constantinople, following 
the ousting of the sultan. 


Geneva, Switzerland, December 16. 
(/)—The League of Nations’ council 
tod: made public its official decision 
in the dispute between Turkey and 
Great Britain over the Mosul area of 
northern Mesopotamia. 

As forecast, it awards Mosul to the 
British mandate state of Irak on con- 
dition that Great Britain submits a 
new treaty with Irak for a 25-year 
mandate, with the stipulation that the 
mandate may terminate earlier, should 
Irak enter the league before that pe- 
riod expires.

He gave his services as surgeon 
to the Confederacy when he was 
less than 30 years of age and fought 


bithe battle of science and skill for 


wounded soldiers for the entire four 
years. He was then a distinguished 
Mason and was so recognized by 
General Robert E. Lee, who granted 
him a furlough from the field to at- 
tend a meeting of the Grand Lodge 
of Georgia. 

For sixty years he attended every 
meeting of the Grand Lodge, which 
he served as grand master for sev- 
eral terms. : 

He had perhaps the most brilliant 
record in the annals of Masonry. He 
took both the York and Scottish 
rite degrees tg the highest and en- 
tered the Shrine early in the history 
of that playground rank beyond the 
ordinary -rituals. He was general 
high priest of the Royal Arch Ma- 
sons of the United States, and really 
ranked as the titular head of that 
body. King Edward VII, of Eng- 
land, held a smilar rank in the Brit- 
ish Empire, and President Huerta, of 
Mexico took the same rank in_ his 
land. Both of these world figures 
conferred with Dr. Taylor upon 
questions of Masonic law and uSages. 

His work in the consistory of 
Scottish rite Masons shows espe- 
cially in his devotion to the Masonic 
orphanage at Macon. This he help- 
ed to found and he followed it with 
his personal endeavors to the very 
last, as trustee and a busy factor in 
its maintenance and progress. 

He was one of the trustees of 
Georgia School for the Deaf at Cave 


|Spring for 33 years and never miss- 


ed a regular meeting but once, 
which was occasioned by the funeral 
of one of his grandsons on the same 
date. Not merely did he attend the 
meetings but his voice was heard 
and respected by the board in the 
advocacy of improvements and bet- 
ter facilities for the care and educa- 
tion of deaf children. 

These things were accomplished 
in the midst of a busy practitioner’s 
life when his visits meant so much 


for the healing of the sick and the 


poor who never called upon him in 
vain. 

Dr. Taylor’s influence will long be 
felt in the lines of his activities by 
those who are to succeed him and 
who will find inspiration in the high 
ideals he held and all the practical 
work that he did to uphold them. 

Dr. Taylor served several terms 
in both branches of the Georgia as- 
sembly from Meriwether county. As 
in other activities he was an out- 
Standing figure, always constructtve, 
always vigorous, always safe. 


THE DANGER SIGNAL. 


On this page is a communication 
from an Atlanta citizen directing at- 
tention to “deliberate violations” of 
the traffic signals by -automobile 
drivers at one of the most congested 
corners of the city’s center, and at 
an hour of heaviest traffic. 


A law violation is inexcusable un- 
der any ‘circumstance, and it is no 
extenuation of the offense that two 
of the drivers, alleged by the cor- 
respondent, were women. The sig- 
nals were placed to prevent acci- 
dents, and so far they have been 
most efficient. Of all the great 
number of traffic accidents none 
have been reported as due to vio- 
lations of the signal lights. The fact 
is the people, especially the drivers 
of vehicles, have heretofore obeyed 
the signals and it is distressing to 
hear that at the beginning of the 
holiday congestion. any drivers 
should have so far forgotten. their 
duties as citizens as to so menacing- 
ly endanger their own and others’ 
lives. 

It is up to the chief of police to 
see that such violations as reported 
from Marietta and Broad Tuesday 
evening does not occur again. 

The traffic lights should be rigid- 
ly obeyed not only by vehicle driv- 
ers but by all pedestrians. The haz- 
ards of crossing through traffic that 
has the right of way ought to appeal 
to any person with a grain of com- 
mon sense.

Captain Hakim thinks this would be 
the best solution, also in the interest 
of Palestine. The Druse country is of 
great strategic importance.

Turkey has never given up the 
ambition of reconquering Jerusalem, 
he says and therefore the protecting 
power of Palestine ought to occupy 
this position that dominates the coun- 
try.

thanks to the conspiracy of the ealth 
authorities with certain of the laity 
who like to call their own illnesses 
“eolds.” These unrecognized cases of 
mild diphtheria are probably the main 
carriers of the infection, and their 
diphtheria bacilli are capable of caus- 
ing severe enough diphtheria in in- 
nocent persons who happen to come 
within the deadly spray range. Our 
public health guardians who regularly 
reassure the public that some illnesses, 
vague and undefined, are due to wet 
feet, drafts, exposure to cold, must 
be held responsible for the endemicity 
of diphtheria in the community, for 
by their false teachings they encour- 
agé the spread of the unrecognized 
infection. 

Every school child, particularly, is 
almost certain to be exposed to diph- 
theria, under the ayspices of the health ) 
guardians, Since the public health au- 
thorities are incapable of dealing with 
the situation, it devolve: upon —— 
themselves’ to yrotect their children 
against the’ hidden menace—the men- 
ace, let us not for a moment forget, 
which the public health guardians de- 
liberately help to conceal in the s¢hool- 
room. .There is one way in which the 
'defenseless child may be protected 
against that menace. Parents should 
see to it that their younger children, 
the kindergarten or. : 
grade children especially, are immun- 
ized by the family physician, as a 
preparation for the risks the children 
must take in school. 

Not all children are susceptible to 
diphtheria; in any large group a few 
perhaps 10 per cent, .will be foun 
endowed with natural immunity ; the 
others should be given artificial im- 
Tse; the child 

e younger the child, 
greater the susceptibility to diphtheria 
and the more vulnerable the child to 
the poison of the disease, the toxin. 
This is the reason why it is so im- 
portant that children should be tested 
as to susceptibility, and if found sus- 
ceptible, immunized against diphtheria 
before they enter kindergarten or 
school. 

The test is called the Schick test, 
and it is entirely harmless. This 
should be made by the family doctor, 
and not by any one in school. The 
immunity is conferred by injection of 
a suitable toxin-antitoxin preparation ;

Sold for Taxes Yields 


10 Per Cent Interest 


A flat payment of ten per cent, and 
not a pro rata of that amount, is re- 
quired under the Georgia law as a 
premium in the redemption of prop- 
erty sold for taxes, the Georgia su- 
presie court held Wednesday in the 
ense of W. M. Reynolds against the 
Bickers-Goodwin company, which was 


appealed from Greene county superior 
, The legal point was raised in the 
case by the contention that the law 
allows 12 months for the redemption 
of property sold under fi fa, and the 
10 per cent premium should be figured 
in ratio to the time taken by the own- 
er in making a refund to the pur- 
aser. 
cone supreme court held that the 
premium provided for in the civil code 
in reference to the redemption of prop- 
erty sold under tax fi fas means the 
payment of 10 per cent in addition 
to the amount of purchase money. 
without regard to the time elapsing 
between the sale and the redemption. 
Justice Price Gilbert dissented from 
the opinion of the majority of court 
members, and said that he was author- 
ized to say that Justice Warner Hill 
agreed with him.

Railroad Labor Board 
Overrules Protests of 
A. C. L. Telegraphers 


Chicago, December 16.—(4)—The 
railroad labor board tonight overruled 
a protest of more than 100 teleg- 
raphers of the Atlantic Coast Line 
railway against a committee the man- 
agement had recognized as represent- 
ing the operators.

Ways of Volcanoes 


Wife’ s Love St 


The usual voleano has a cone which 
rises to some height; but the cone 
wag not present. at the time the vol- 
cano began its work. Volcanoes start 
from cracks or weak places in the rock 
layers near the surface of the earth. 
They throw out hot rocks, lava, steam, 
and heavy smoke. 


The rocks and lava build up a cone. 
Each time there is an explosion, the 
height of the cone is likely to be in- 
creased. (But that does not or 
bappen—in some cases, part of the 
cone is blown away by heavy explo- 
sions. ) 

You are wondering why volcanoes 
explode at all. To answer the ques- 
tion, we must think of the earth for 
a moment. Deep holes dug for mines 
prove that the warmth of the earth 
increases the farther down we go. A 
mile deep, it is so hot that no one 
would wish to remain there very long. 

We have reason to believe that 8 
or 10 miles down, the rock is so hot 
that it is not solid, but melted. The 
pressure there is so great that it 
probably does not flow around, but is 
held in place as though it was solid. 

At some parts of the earth's sur- 
face, the: melted rock is not so far 
down. It is presséd up through cracks 
in the hard rocks. Water in the 
form of steam presses at the surface 
covering, and bursts it open from time 
to time. Up comes a cloud of steam 
and hot rocks, and melted rock—or 
lava—is likely to well up and flow 


1 over the surface. 


Within the last three million years, 
it is estimated that more than a half 
million cubic miles of lava and hot 
rocks have been cast up by volcanoes. 
The Cascade mountains of Oregon and 
Washington are among those which 
have been almost entirely built by 
volcanoes. 

Sometimes we find that weak places 
in the earth crust are under the sea. 
Then the voleano breaks loose just 
as if there were dry land above. The 
ashes and lava are poured into the 
ocean, and there must a be a terrible

The cones which volcanoes build 
under the sea grow in size as centuries 
pass. If the volcano remains active, 
the cone will finally reach the sur- 


face and will form an island. The} 
Hawaiian islands are among those 
which were formed in this manner. 
The famous Mauna Loa (Mow-na 
Io-a) of Hawaii’is a voleano which 
grew from the floor of the ocean. 
Commencitig at a depth of 16,000 feet, 
it was built up to the surface. Even 
then it did not stop growing, and it 
now towers from a height of two and 
a half miles above sea level.
